xv) that the pre-paid monthly capacity fee for 40 Ampere and 
60 Ampere connections be further phased-in, and that the 
charge for 2020/21 be R105 and R150 (Vat exclusive) 
respectively; 

xvi) that it be noted that the financial impact of COVID-19 on 
the 2020/21 budget of the municipality is currently an 
unkown factor and that an adjustment budget be submitted 
to Council in August 2020 to appropriately adjust the 
Revenue and Expenditure downwards, where relevant, to 
reflect the financial realities of COVID-19 on the municipal 
budget; 

xvii) the following additional relief are recommended to Council 
for the 2020/21 Budget: 

a) that the water tariff increase will be 0% in 2020/21; 

b) that free basic water compliment of 6kl per month for 
qualifying indigents will be increased to 8kl per month 
from 1 July 2020 - 31 December 2020; 

c) that the rebate of residential accommodation 
businesses be increased from 30% to 50% from 1 July 
2020-31 December 2020; 

d) that consumers and ratepayers in distress can 
approach the municipality for payment arrangements.
